The interest on the deferred 
payments is to be 3 per cent, for the 
first ten years, and three and one- 
half per cent, thereafter till the whole 
debt is paid off. The annual payments' 
to this country vary, but are to begin 
with the payment of $4,128,085.74. 
This leaves the principal of the debt 
still due 14,600,000,000.

FOUND GOLD IN AUSTRALIA 


Engineer Who Discovered Great Pacific 


Field Was Native Born, Though 


of Scottish Parentage. 


In a brief Item a few da.vs ago the 


death of one of the world's.most noted 
explorers was chronicled. 
This was 


David Lindsay, who died in Melbourne, 
Australia. 


Llndsuy was a native Australian, of 


Scotch parentage, born In Gooleva In 
1830. nnd for nearly fifty years wns in- 
terested in tho development of the 
Island continent. 


His schooling consisted largely of the 


acquirement of 11 thorough knowledge 
of surveying, and at twenty-two he was 
mapping the strange lands of Aus- 
tralia's northern territory, 
ne con- 


tinued at the work for six years, ex- 
ploring ami running boundaries of 
lands that few white men had visited. 


In 18SS he performed one of his most 


hazardous feats, riding across Aus- 
tralia from north to south with only a 
small black boy as his c&mpanlon. 
Through the bush, over the deserts, 
across unknown streams, this Journey 
took him, but the two companions ar- 
rived 
safely 
at 
the coast, having 


evaded a hundred serious perils. 


Other ventures of n hazardous na- 


ture followed this, nnd while acting as 
leader of the'Blder exploring expedi- 
tion he crossed the great Victoria dis- 
trict, West Australia, 550 miles In 
thirty-five days, his 42 camels having 
but seven and a half gallons of water 
each for the whole Journey. 


It was while on this exhausting trip 


that the appearance of the rocks and 
sands attracted Lindsay's attention. 
He devoted some little time to examin- 
ing specimens as the camel train slow- 
ly progressed, nnd on reaching the 
coast reported the existence of n great 
auriferous area. A,body of surveyors 
.wasi'ent outvand the rnarvelously rich 
gold fields of Western Australia were 
found. 
A wild rush followed the an- 


nouncement and no doubt the original 
discoverer for a time was forgotten, 
but he has received full credit since 
then. 


Lindsay remained In the gold fields 


until 1895, aiding In the development of 
the'great mineral belt. In that year he 
visited London In connection with the 
mining Industry to which for twenty 
or more busy years he has devoted 
himself—not alone in West Australia, 
but In other sections of the island. 


In 1013 ho was made a memWr of 


the royal commission that fi*oc) upon 
railway routes and shipping points thr

Frequent Seeding, With Use of 


Suitable Fertilizers Will 


Give Results. 


When there In a partial stund of 


grass' on a lawn, even though the 
ground la not more than one-fourth 
covered, tlie best plan Is to seed freely 
about twice a year and apply suitable 
fertilizers at fiwjuent Intervals, the 
United State.s Department of Agricul- 
ture advises. If soil Is composed par- 
tially of clay or Is a clay subsoil, then 
Kentucky blue grass and redlop would 
be suitable to use In equal quantities, 
by weight. 
If in Bhadc as much red 


fescue us cither of the other grasses

It Is well to seed In March and the 


last of August or first of September. 
To stimulate ns vigorous a growth of 
grass as possible a liberal application 
of either ground bone or one of tho 
prepared stock yard manures, like pre- 
pared sheep 'manure or prepared cow 
manure, should be broadcast on the 
.surface. From one to one and one-half 
tons of bone per acre is required, and 
of the prepared manures an even 
larger quantity. After the grass has 
well started, nitrate of soda could be 
used to advantage at the rate of DO 
pounds per acre. This could be re- 
peated n month later, although as a 
rule It Is riot advisable to use this 
material after the beginning of Sep- 
tember. It should be applied when the 
ground |s wet either from rnm or from! 
watering. 


Bone or stock yard manure should be 


applied late each fall and nitrate ot 
soda could be used as a stimulant from 
June to September at intervals of a 
niiintl]. 
Heseetllng Is desirable each 


March and August until a really good 
lawn Is secured, when the August seed- 
Ing may be omitted. 


Clipping the lawn should begin as 


soon as the lawn mower will cut the 
tops when set high. It should be re- 
pented nt Intervals of flve days or a 
week. Tlie clippings should be per- 
mitted to remain about the roots of 
the grass. 


Watering should not be oftener than 


once In flve days but should wet the 
soil to n depth of four Inches when 
applied. Usually watering Is too light 
and too frequent
